GALLANT AMERICANS 
DEFEAT THE MOROS. 


Both Sides. 


Fierce Hand- lo-hand in 
Which the Losses Are Heavy on 


ANILA, May 4.—[(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) After a severe fight, the 
I'wenty-seventh Infantry, under 
Col. Baldwin, has captured the 
strongest fort belonging to hostile 
Datte Bayan in Mindanao _ Island. 
Four hundred and eighty-four Moros 
surrendered after losing their principal 
leaders, thus obviating the necessity of 
a long siege to compel the capitulation 
of the fort. . 

Among the Moros killed were the sul- 
tans of Pantapatan, and Bayan him- 
self. The majority of the hostile chiefs 
lost their lives in the engagement. The 
trenches were filled with the dead. 
The Americans lost Lieut. Bovars and 
seven enlisted men killed and Capt. 
Muoore, Lieut. Jossman, Surgeon- Maj. 
Porter and thirty-seven men wounded. 
The artillery did not destroy the for- 
tifications, and consequently, the fight- 
ing was chiefly done with rifies. The 
Americans were compelled to work 
their way forward through entangie- 
ments of grasses, and took successive 
trenches after hand-to-hand encoun- 
ters. 

The Moros fought furiously. After 
exhausting their ammunition, they re- 
sorted to krisses, parongs and kampi- 
lanhs. Several wounded Moros who 
were hidden in the high grase attacked 
the members of the Hospital Corps, 
who were seeking the wounded to suc- 
cor them, 

The second fort is visible from the 
camp now occupied by the Americans. 
The Sultan of Taraco has asked for a 
conference with the Americans. 

Gen. Davis, commanding in Min- 
danao, has not reported the strength 
of the Moros, and it is therefore im- 
possible to estimate the extent of the 
hostility. It is possible that the serious 
defeat just inflicted .on the enemy will 
discourage the Dattos and put an end 
to the rising, though usually the co- 
operation of sultans and chiefs is gen- 
eral when the flag of the Prophet is 
raised in a “Jehad, or Holy War.”

OTTER PALMER DIES 
TO DOCTORS’ SURPRISE. 


CAUSE OF THE MILLIONAIRE’S 
TAKING-OFF UNKNOWN. 


He Had Been Suffering from a Nervous 
Disorder—Sudden Collapse in the 
Evening—Had Apparently No Organic 
Trouble.

CHICAGO, May 4.—Potter Palmer. 
for nearly half a century one of Chi- 
cago’s most prominent business men. 
died tonight at his residence on Lake 
Shore drive. The exact cause of Palm- 
er’s deatif has not yet been determined. 
He had been suffering for several 
weeks from a nervous disorder, but as 
he was able to be about the house, his 
condition was not thought to be se- 
rious. 

When he retired, last night. he was 
feeling, if anything, better than for 
several days. During the night, how- 
ever, he seemed to lose ail his energy, 
and this morning was unable to leave 
his room. He gradually grew weaker 
during the day, and at 5:40 o'clock this 
evening he suffered a sudden collapse, 
from which he expired. The physicians 
who were attending him are at a loss 
as to the ultimate cause of his death,

Mrs. Palmer and their two sons, Hon- 
ore and Potter, Jr.,, were with Mr. 
Palmer when he died. No ar 
ments have yet been made for the u- 
neral, but in all probability he will 
be buried in Chicago, where he accu- 
mulated his fortune. 

Palmer's condition had hot been re- 
garded as extremely serious even by 
the family physician, Dr. Henry B. 
Favil. Saturday night Palmer sufferéd 
from a fever. His temperature then 
was 100 and by this morning was 107, 
but Dr. Favil, while unable to account 
for the presence of this fever, did not 
feel that it ind a serious result. 

This afternoon Mrs. Palmer noticed 
symptoms of sinking and became much 
alarmed. Dr. Favil could not be 
found, and Dr. George P. Marquis was 
ealled. He reached the Palmer resi- 
dence at 4 o'clock, and after a brief 
examination of the patient advised 
Mrs. Palmer that he could hold out no 
hope. Palmer had seemed to fall into 
a sleep at 3 o'clock, although it was 
fatal unconsciousness, and so remained 
until the end. Dr. Marquis made a vain 
effort to hold the wavering spark of 
life of the patient by administering 
oxygen, but it was without avail. He 
could only give the family the aaggur- 
ance that Palmer was passing away 
without pain. There was eilence tn the 
room then until) 5:40 o'clock, when the 
physician raised his hand and it was 
known that death had come. 

Just after Palmer's death Dr. Favil 
arrived at the residence. After a brief 
conference with Dr. Marquis he an- 
nounced that death was due to heart 
failure. He discovered a slight dis- 
order of the lungs that gave some in- 
dication of incipient pneumonia, pos- 
sibly brought on by afi attack of grip

HE TAKES A FLIGHT. 


Brazilian Aeronaut Zevero Has an 
Airship That Rivals Santos-Dumont’s 


and He Goes for a Spin.

PARIS, May 4.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
In spite of the threatening weather, 
Augusto Zevero, the Brazilian aeronaut, 
made a successful first trial with his 
airship at Vaugirard Aerostatic Park 
today. Sefior Zevero’s airship is called 
La Paix. 

The balloon, held by a rope, ascend- 
ed forty meters. The motors were then 
started. The balloon obeyed the im- 
pulse of its propellers, steering easily 
and maintaining perfect equilibrium. 
After maneuvering for a short time,

La Paix is not unlike SantosDu- 
mont’s airships in appearance, but it 
differs from them in many details. The 
gas capacity of La Paix is nearly four 
times that of Santos-Dumont's air- 

ips. It has three main propellers and 
two smaller ones used for steering. and 
in ascending and dercending. The two 
petroleum motors of La Paix are of 24 
and 16-horse-power, respectively.

EW YORK’S GOVERNOR 
VISITS LOS ANGELES. 


HON. BENJAMIN B. ODELL, JR., AND 
PARTY CAN’T STAY LONG. 

Greeted by Chamber of Commerce 
Committee, and Reception to Be Ten- 


dered This Evening—New York’s Own 


Problems Enough to Solve. 


Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., Governor of 
New York, accompanied by his wife, 
his father, Miss Odell, H,. K. Bird, his 
secretary, and Senator T. E. Elis- 
worth of Lockport, N. Y., Speaker 
pro tem, of the last session of the New 
York State Senate, arrived here in his 
private car yesterday afternoon, and 
took the sumptuous bridal apartments 
at the Angelus. 

The Chief Executive of the Empire 
State is a large man, keen of glance, 
deliberate in speech, with a rather re- 
served manner. 

He expressed great regret yesterday 
at having missed the pleasure of being 
the guest of Los Angeles during La 
Fiesta, as had been anticipated, say- 
ing that he had followed the accounts 
ef the affair with interest as they ap- 
peared in the papers. He was de- 
tained in ie ost by the illness of 

ittle er. 
questioned upon national and 
international political issues the Gov- 
ernor said New York is a State that is 
always greatly engrossed in affairs of 
its own, and has about as much as it 
can do solving its own political and 


commercial problems. 


“I do not go much into outside poll-. 


tics,” he said. “The people of New 
York in general have supported the 
President in all the questions which 
have come up of late. “They have sup- 
ported him im the recent affair with 
Gen. Miles, though the matter has not 
raised any great comment there. The 
Chinese Exclusion Act, which has 
been such a vital issue here on the Pa- 
cific Coast, has been supported by the 
people of the State, more as a desire 
to help the Far Western States in 
what they asked than through any 
vital interest in the issue, as the 
Chinese pressure is very little felt, of 
course, in the East. 

“The question of the trusts is one 
which confronts New York more 
squarely. The beef trust sensation is 
the latest and most serious in this 
line. Plans are being taken by the 
State to have the whole thing investi- 
gated, to find whether the reports of 
the affair are true, and how to meet 
them if they are. The laws of the 
State along this line are stringent, 

4 the combination cannot exist if 
incorporated under them. 

“Time has yet been too short to 
bring about very material change in 
municipal affairs of New York City, 
but reform is slowly progressing, and 
will surely triumph. A movement 
such as has been maugurated for the 
betterment of a community is bound 
to be supported and continued by the 
people.” 

The Governor is an advocate of the 
much-discussed interocean canal, be- 
lieving that it will be an enormous 
benefit to the whole country, but that 
it will be a long time in becoming 4 
fact. He said that the chief canal in- 
terests of the people of New York at 
present are centered on their own 
State canals, which there is 
much talk. 

The Governor is not like the ordinary 
traveler, who a the trip westward 
through the wastes of the continent 
only a source of ennui, but came espe- 
cially by the southern route to study 
the desert and seemingly empty coun- 
try. He seemed surprised that any- 
body could consider the trip dull, and 
said he had closely observed it ail, 
and enjoyed it. His sojourn here will 
be short, as he will leave for San 
Francisco tomorrow, to return east- 
ward via the Canadian Pacific. 

When the private car arrived at the 
Arcade depot yesterday afternoon it 
was met by a committee from the 
Chamber of Commerce, consisting of 
Senator Fred M. Smith, Homer Laugh- 
lin, Judge O. Houghton, W. G. Kerck- 
hoff and Alfred Dolge, who escorted 
the party to the Angelus.

Miss Jane Addams, the famous set- 
tlement worker, founder of Hull 
House, Chicago, spoke in a clear and 
interesting way of labor among the 
poor of great cities to an audience that 
filled the Y.MAC.A. auditorium yester- 
day afternoon. She is a woman in- 
teresting to look at, as well as to hear, 
with a quiet, but extremely effective 
presence, and listeners applauded her 
frequently during her talk. Her first 
address was at 3 o'clock, and at 4 
o'clock she went across to the Y.M.C.A. 
and spoke again. 

Miss Addams spoke more especially 
of the English settlement work, as 
more typical of the ovement than 
any other in the world. She said: 

“In explaining the settlement work 
as carried on in great cities, I would 
rather illustrate with the English set- 
tlements, chiefly because the word is 
so often abused in America and con- 
fused with ‘mission.’ 

“A settlement in this sense must 
mein a group of people who settle in a 
neighborhood to study, live by the side 
of and set examples for the residents 
of that locality. It must not be done 
too much in the spirit of propaganda: 
the settlement is not a mission, nor 
the idea of it necessarily to convert 
people to any single religious idea— 
not to force them to believe just what 
you do. but simply to leaven the so- 
cial and civic life of the neighbor- 


ood. 

“The settlement workers must not 
be apart from, but join forces with 
the people surrounding them, and draw 
in resources from the other more un- 
fortunate parts of town. They must 
ready to keep their minds with 
these people, to live and love and fear 
with them. 

“The East End of London has a pop- 
ulation, made up entirely of poor peo- 
ple, of three million—much greater 
than the whole of Chicago—and from 
that enormous number of people one 
out of every five is buried as a pauper, 
at public expense. 

“Many years ago this end of London 
was strangely very little known to the 
residents of the other sections. Young 
men and women who came out of the 
universities prepared for philanthropic 
work all immediately sought the most 
comfortable and prosperous part of the 
city in which to settle. 

“Fifteen years ago the exposures of 
the poverty and vice of the East End 
by Stead in the Pall Mail Gazette 
first turned people's attention there. 

“A young man by the name of 
Toynbee, a philanthropist and close 
student of conditions among the poor 
of India, became interested in this 
part of London, as a place suitable té 
the pursuit of his studies of poverty. 
He believed that the moral lowering 
of a community always followed a 
famine, as shown by those in India. 

“In the East End he discovered, to 
his surprise, as many people living be- 
low the normal standard of nourish- 
ment—half starving—as are to be found 
in the city of Calcutta, India. He also 
found many remarkable instances of 
the result of constant opportunity for 
self-sacrifice—the fellowship of the 
poor, the aid of one by another. 

“He preached his discoveries to the 
people of London and aroused their in- 
terest. He proved that you cannot 
study a country simply from its com- 
mercial, artistic or liter side, but 
only through getting right down and 
living with its people. 

“At the age of 33, Toynbee died. and 
his friends cast about for a suitable 
public memorial. The result was the 
opening of Toynbee Hall in the East 
End in 1885." 

This was the beginning of the settle- 
ment work, said the speaker, and she 
made clear the point that those who 
join a settlement do not pledge them- 
selves to accomplish any specific work, 
but simply to better the community 
by their presence and influence. Later 
there was some dissension among the 
members of Toymbee Hall, and Oxford 
House was started in another part of 
the East End, and has done a great 
work. 

She also took up the work of the 
Mansfield House, founded by Percy 
Alden, and Mrs. Humphrey Ward's set- 
tlement, and mentioned briefly the Hull 
House. 

Rev. Dana W. Bartlett, who hae for 
years been engaged in much the same 
class of work among the poor of Los 
Angeles. was called to the platform 
with Miss Addams and conducted the 
religious part of the service.

The tragedy was enacted at 5.3) 
o'clock in the doctor's suite of of- 
fices in Hotel Savoy, southwest corner 
of Fourth street and Broadway, on the 
floor above the Broadway Department 
Store. The officer who was woundeJ 
is Detective J. J. Hawley. The bullet 
struck him in the bak, just over the 
left shoulder blade, and plowed Its 
way under the flesh to the right sid- 
of his back, fractuging no bones, but 
inflicting a painful but not necessarily 
serious injury. Hawley is at the all- 
fornia Hospital. The body of the mur- 
derous suicide is at Booth & Boylson‘'s 
morgue, where an inquest will be held 
today. 

The battle was one of the most ex- 
citing incidents in the police annais 
in this city. With his high-powe: 
rife the desperate fugitive fired bul- 
lets through partitions and doors and 
at every person who showed himselt 
in the hallways, and the wonder is 
that several were not killed. 

RICH CURE-ALL DOCTOR. 

Aldrich had been in Los Angeles fev- 
eral months, and soon after his arrival 
here he began practicing. He was a 
. advertising doctor, who claimed to be 
a specialist in various diseases—a sort 
of $5-a-month, cure-all-diseases phy- 
sician, and there had been more than 
a suspicion that all was not strictly 
regular in his practice, and that he 
would take cases which other phy- 
sicians refused. His apartments at 
Hiotel Savoy were fitted up lavishly, 
and the equipment there must have 
cost several thousand dollars, for all 
of it was new and of the latest ana 
most expensive make. He had done 


nothing to attract to himself public 
| attention, and the police knew nothing 
of his criminal record. He was re- 
puted to be a wealthy man, and it 
ig now known that he was worth 
nearly or quite $100,009. What his

As soon as Aldrich divined the pur- 
pose of his two visitors he sprang 
backward through the half-open door 
and from a smal) stand seized a re- 
volver and leveled the weapon toward 
the detective’s head. Instantly Haw- 
ley grappled with him. but Aldrich 
threw his arm around the officer and 
placing the muzzle of the re- 
volver against his back fired. Far- 
rar was behind Hawley and seized the 
pistol, getting his finger into the trig- 
ger guard, which prevented the doctor 
from again using it. In the struggle the 
three men £ell to the floor and Aldrich, 
being of powerful physique, threw the 
officers from him and dashed into an- 
other room, closing and locking the 
door. As Farrar approached the door 
there was a shot and a bullet crashed 
through the panel, just missing him. 

PREPARING FOR SIEGE. 

The officers did not know the interior 
arrangements, and thinking the man 
was seeking to escape through another 
room into.the hallway, they rushed 
out and stood with drawn revolvers 
guarding the doors. Once inside his 
rooms Aldrich secured a 25-35 caliber 
Winchester riffle. filled the magazine, 
opened eighteen boxes of cartridges, 
and placed them on a table where they 
could be easily reached. He secured 
another large revolver and placed it 
where he could reach it. Then he drew 
down the curtains in the corner room to 
make the place where he was dark, 
while the haliway in which were the 
oflicers was lighted, making them easy 
targets, while he could not be seen. .- 
Capt. Bradish and Detective Rich 
soon arrived, and a few minutes later 
Sergt. Williams and Patro!men White 
and Jones, armed with rifles, responded. 
Before their arriva! there had been an- 
other’ battle.

Americans. A recently-published table 
gave the number of divorces to each 
100,000 married couples in various 
countries. The figures for foreign 
countries were for the year 1885. Ac- 
cording to this table, the proportion 
of divorces to 100,000 married couples 
was, in Canada, 1.6 per cent., in Great 
Britain 8.6 per cent., in Sweden 27 per 
cent., in Germany 77 per cent., and in 
France 8 per cent. Now, turn to the 
United States, and note the startling 
difference. In 1880 the percentage of 
divorces to 100,000 married couples in 
this country was 203, in 1890—ten years 
later—it had grown to the immense 
percentage of 540, or more than one 
divorce to every 200 married couples. 

We believe that divorces are granted 
nowadays altogether too easily, just 
as marriages are entered into too easily. 
To that extent our correspondent is 
right. There should be a careful and 
thorough investigaticn of each indi- 
vidual case before the knot ts untied. 
As an aid to this reform, one of the 
first things we need is a uniform di- 
verce law throughout the United 
States, in place of the present scan- 
dalously loose and uncertain statutes, 
according to which a woman may be 
married in one State and unmarried in 
another. To abolish divorce altogether 
would, however, be to precipitate upon 
us far greater evils than those tha 
are now complained of. 

We reiterate that the chief thing to 
bear in mind, in this discussion of mar- 
riage and divorce, is the urgent neces-

HE PRICE OF MEAT. © 


The National Provisioner recently 
published an article on the price 
of meats, from the _ standpoint of 
the packers, which article has been 
reproduced in pamphiet form, and cir- 
culated among the newspapers of the 
country. The Provisioner claims that 
this talk about a beef trust which is 
artificially raising the price of meat is 
unfounded—that the increased price of 
meat is due to the greatly increased 
price of stock on the hoof, and that 
this, again, is due to the great short- 
age in the corn crop of the South- 
west. It is claimed that during the 
month of March beef on the hoof was 
sold as high as 7% cents a pound, and 
that the average price of the bulk of 
the sales during that month was $6.66 
per hundred pounds, live weight. Thr 
Provisioner claims, further, thet the 
packers have been selling at a loss, in 
order to keep their establishments 
going, and quotes from Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson that the increase 
of price is due to natural causes. 

This may or may not be true. It is 
also just possible that the increased 
price of meat, like the increase in al- 
most all other articles of consump- 
tion, is due in great part to the de- 
crease in the purchasing power of 
gold, of which The Times has recently 
had something to say. In any case, 
however, the indubitable, and to many, 
people unpleasant, fact remains that 
meat is so abnormally high in price 
that the choicer cuts have become «a 
luxury to all but the rich. 

Whatever may be the true reason for 
this great advance in the price of 
flesh foods, there is, as The Times 
pointed out recently, a very simple 
solution of the problem. That is, to 
eat less meat. This idea seems to 
have already “caught on” in some 
quarters. A recent dispatch to The 
Times from Bloomington, IIL, stated 
that the 2000 employés of the Alton 
shops in that city had entered into 
an agreement not to eat meat for 
thirty days. 
will be followed in other places, and 
will result in bringing the alleged 
beef trust to terms. Undoubtedly, this 
movement would very quickly and ef- 
fectually solve the problem, should 1 
be generally followed. Nor would it 


work any particular hardship, except 


upon the cattle raisers and meat deal- 
ers, while, on the other hand, as we 
have shown, a large number of agri- 
culturists would be greatly ‘bene- 
fited. If every family in the United 
States would lessen its consumption of 
meat from 25 to 75 per cent. during 
the coming’ summer, 
only effectually solve the question of 
high meat prices, but would undoubt- 
edly find themselves greatly benefited 
both in pocket and in health.

“It does not attempt to solve ev- 
erything: nor in fact very mpuch; but 
it does say, with all the fi ess of a 
well-ground conviction, “There is no 
middie ground. Either this world is 
governed by supreme malevolence or 
by supreme benevolence; and I refuse 
to judge of it by the exceptien, but 
by the rule.’ It says, ‘in every the- 
ory there are some exceptions, which 
we in our Ignorance cannot reconcile: 
but the law of probability is the law 
of life.” It says, Mystery is only an- 
other name for our ignorance. It says 
that when the Copernican theory of 
the universe was first proposed there 
were phenomena which it apparently 
did not explain. But scientists did not 
therefore abandon it because there 
were exceptions. They patiently waited 
until a larger knowledge should ex- 
plain the exceptions, and bring all into 
harmony with one great law. 

“In other words, they lived just as 
Jesus Christ teaches us to live, by 
faith instead of sight. 

“The highest attainment of Chris- 
tian @xperience is to be able quietly 
and trustfully to wait or t*e. Lord tn 
the night. Christian optimism = ssys, 
with an upward look; ‘I will rather 
believe that IT am ignorant and do not 
understand these things, than believe 
in the face of so much evidence to 
the contrary, that God is not good.'” 

True Type of the Tranquil Life. 


Immanuel Presbyterian Church was 
well filled yesterday morning with 


an appreciative audience, who listened 


closely to the able address of Rev. 
Hugh K. Walker, D.D. The text was 
found in Isaiah xxvili, 16: “Behold I 
lay in Zion for a corner-stone a tried 
stone, a precious corner-stone, a sure 
foundation, he that believeth shall not 
make Whste."" The subject was ‘The 
True Type of the Tranquil Life.” The 
pastor said in part: 

“Just on the surface, our text seems 
to be more characteristic of the twen- 
tieth century than of the time in which 
it was written. The tendency of our 
times is to hurry. We are in such a 
hurry that we quite o sacrifice 
quality for quantity. Th is notice- 
able in literature, for even this is in- 
fected with the idea of speedy results. 


In education the same tendency pre- 


dominates. The children- are rushed 
along in order to complete a course 
of studies and are weighed down with 
labor that would stagger the mind of a 
man. So it is with men in their busi- 
ness life. They are trying to get rich 
quickly without regard to the means. 
This ie exemplified in their eating, 
which is either rapid or entirely neg- 
lected. But I do not wish to preach 
a sermon on this basis, because the 
to whom I would preach would 


men 
not apply it to themselves. It is right 
to haste, but not to hurry. Y thank 


God that men have obtained speed, for 
thereby we are able to send forward 
the gospel. But this meaning of hurry 
is not what the text means, but should 


be interpreted confounded. When 
Christ is our corner-stone we are safe 
and sure. 


“The life of Christ is the only quiet 
life, for Christ Himself is tranquillity. 
We should be tranquil even in our 
Christian doctrine, as Christ was 
tranquil throughout all His trials. 
Men are not going away from Christ, 
but are burrowing deeper into His di- 
vine love. Some people think that the 
working class are alienated from Christ, 
but they are destined to draw near to 
him, because they were the first ones 
that Christ chose. Many think that 
the work of Christ depends upon 
money. This is not true. If the money 
does not come forward the work of 
Christ will be carried on without it. 
Let us not be worried as to the suc- 
ceas of Christ: He is never envious of 
our success. The only time we should 
rise in our righteous indignation is 
when men try to trample on the holy 
things of God. We should remember 
how they spat upon ‘Christ and how 
tranquil He was. It is the accumu- 
lation of faith that makes us tranquil.” 


Woman’s Hemisphere. 

Rev. J. S&S. Thomson, pastor of the 
Independent Church of Christ, in Simp- 
son Auditorium, preached a sermon on 
“Woman's Hemisphere.” 

“Male and female sigtify the divi- 
sion of the human being.” said he, 
“Adam, before the creation of Eve, 


the union of the two sexes... He 


was then both man and woman, MIl- 
nerva issued from the brain of Jupi- 
ter, and she became the goddess of 
wisdom. Eve issued from the side of 
Adam, and ‘she became the manifesta- 
tion of wisdom. The human PDeing, 
before the appearance of Eve, filled a 
complete sphere: but since that won- 
derful event man has a hemisphere 
and woman has a hemisphere. Neither 
of them has a sphere. Man should de-

other. Woman is the equal of man; but 
there are many differences between 
them: and these differences should be 
respected by both parties. Woman has 
a divine right to freedom for the full- 
est development of her nature. In or- 
der to attain her glorious place in the 
universe. all her faculties must be har- 
moniously cultivated; and it is her 
duty as well as her wisdom to use 
every means for the attainment of this 
glorious end. 

“The ancients, who lived thousands 
of years before Abraham's expulsion 
from the University of Chaldea, taaght 
that the two hemispheres must be re- 
united before the ascent to heaven 
after déath could be made, and that 
the glories of heaven could not be en- 
tered by half-beings. Jehovah is not 
a word. It is a symbol, signifying the 
origin of fatherhood and motherhood. 
God ts Mother as well as Father: for 
all lives come from Him. Jesus Christ 
was the perfection of being in human 
form: for In Him were manifested both 
the masculine and the feminine in di- 
vine proportions. In this matter He 
resembled the first Adam; and Paul 
alludes to this resemblance in his 
writings. There will be no marrying 
in heaven, according to Christ. Hu- 
man beings there will be like the an- 
who are not male and female.

Woman has been taught to be in sub- 
jection to men in al! things. Even if 
the men were brutes and beasts. Men 
have made laws and regulated socia! 
customs to agree with this view of the 
‘divine right’ of the man to lord it over 
woman. When women have asked 
whence the original source of this as- 
sumed authority, and were inclined 
to protest, then men, led by priests 
and preachers, have quoted scripture to 
them. Man's treatment of woman in 
the past makes a dark record in the 
history of social evolution. Today 
women stand erect in the joyful con- 
sciousness that life to them may mean 
infinite possibilities of happiness and 
inspiration in all high ways of thought 
and service, and women still be women 
in finest and sweetest womanhood.”

Bishop Riley’s Discourses.

In the latter discourse he took 
for his text the command, “Come and 
See." After referring to the lives of 
St. Philip and St. James, whose names 
are linked so closely together, he said: 
“The most important event in the life 
of St. Philip was when he brought 
Nathaniel to the Master. Nathaniel 
had questioned when Philip told him he 
had found the Messiah: ‘Can any 
good thing come out of Nazareth?’ 
Philip responded with the words, ‘Come 
and see.’ Christianity with its pro- 
found truth was something ehich 
sought the investigation of criticism 
and its readiness to reveal the truth 
was spoken in those words. 

“True, the critics of Christianity 
find many flawe and ask, if it has done 
#0 much good, why these wars of na- 
tions and why so much wickedness in 
the world: why 
wrong-doing? But when we compare 
the world with what it was when 
Christianity was first preached; when 
we see the progress in the lives of 
devout followers of Christ. Christian- 
ity is not ashamed of saying to even 
the most critical, ‘come and see what 
it has done.’ 

“Each Christian should be able to 
present his life to his fellow-men with 
the same question, but can we do this 
When we think of what we have done 
during the last week or the last month; 
of what we have said or done or 
thought, would we be willing to in- 
vite a close inspection? And yet this 
is what we should be able to do.”

MUST GO TO PENITENTIARY.

Reports received here today are that 
vines on Victoria and Woodward's 
islands suffered most, while a portion 
of the potatoes on Roberts's Island were 
damaged. In the vicinity of the Black 
Siough the crop will also be reduced to 
less than haif. The growers-have made 
arrangements to smudge and to save 
what potatoes were not killed. Those 
whose crop will prove a total loss will 
replant beans, as seed potatoes are too 
high to make a profitable crop.

Still others had been buried 
alive. Reading from statistics furnished 
by the authorities in the Phillppines, he 
showed that hundreds of natives had 
been assaulted and mutilated because 
they sympathized with the Americans. 
The statistics showed that the number 
of natives thus treated aggregated 442. 
Be pointed out that sixty-seven mu- 
nicipal officers, friendly to the Ameri- 
cans. had been assassinated, and forty 
had been assaulted and mutilted. He 
clesed his speech, saying:

FIRED UPON JESUITS. 


Unconfirmed Rumor from the Heart 
of China—Board of Foreign Affairs 


Acknowledges Existence of a Revolt. 
{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PEKING, May 5.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) An unconfirmed report has 
reached here that the rebels have sur- 
rounded and fired upon the Jesuit 
headquarters at Hsien-Hsien, one of 
the largest in China. The throne has 
ordered Viceroy Yuan Shih Kali to 
give the French priest who was mur- 
dered recently by the rebels, suitable 
burial. The priest's head was carried 
hundreds of miles south of the place 
where he was killed. 

The Board of Foreign Affal’s ac- 
knowledges the existence of a revolt. 
Consul Kahn, representing the French 
legation, had an interview with Yuan 
shih Kai at Paoting Fu. The Viceroy 
stated that the conditions in the dis- 
turbed districts were serious, and that 
more men had revolted than had been 
reported. He urged Kahn not to de- 
part for Chengting Fu without an 
escort of troops. M. Kahn's mission 
to Chenting Fu is to investigate the 
murder of the French priest.

The racing season came to an end 
last Tuesday, so far as California ts 
concerned, and it would have been a 
good thing if it had ended in March. 
The last six weeks at Oakland have 
been prolific of the worst sort of job- 
bery; and the only show to beat the 
game was to stay away from the track 
altogether. Yet, in all those six long 
weeks of cr6oked -running and with 
three dally newspapers protesting 
against the laxity of discipline at the 
track, not an owner, trainer or jockey 
has been called into the stand to an- 
swer the question “Why is this thus?” 
I would think differently of it if the 
judges were men of mere local standing 
and not known elsewhere, but they are 
men of national reputation, and all 
three of them presiding judges at their 
respective places of residence; and 
hence I am not a little surprised at 
the utter indifference manifested by 
them to the “reversals of form” that 
have taken place since March 15. 

The list of winning owners at the 
Oakland track during the midwinter 
meeting is given by one of the San 
Francisco dailies (and presumably au- 
thentic,) as follows:

There were several fine races run 
during the meeting, though no records 
were broken, as in former years, but 
the time was good whenever the track 
was good. It was a great winter for 
the class of horses known as mud- 
larks, some of which carried off pretty 
big amounts during the season. The 
two-mile race won by Nones did not 
break the record for that distance, but, 
taking the weight into consideration, 
it is a good deal the best two-mile 
race ever run in the United States. 
Newton only beat it half a second, and 
he had up a good deal less weight, so 
that Noness race is by far the more 
meritorious performance. It was em- 
phasized, also, by the fact that Nones 
beat a much higher class of horses in 
his race at Oakland than did, Newton 
in his victory at Chicago, as any one 
will admit that picks up the “Guide” 
and compares the two races.

This year there has been no Sofala, 
nor has there been any such solt as 
Corrigan was last year.

The Altamax colts and 
fillies owned by Burns & Waterhouse 
did fairly well, and have already made 
quite a name for their promising young

You can 
go hence to Chicago and safely count 
on winning there occasionally, but at 
the New York tracks it is an entirely 
different proposition. 

So the Metropolitan Handicap at 
Morris Park was won, for the first 
time, in the twelve years of its exist- 
ence, by a three-year-old called Arse- 
nal, owned by Arthur Featherstone of 
Chicago, who started three horses in 
the race and won the first and third 
moneys, Honest old Herbert being fec- 
ond with the highest weight carried 
(119 pounds,) In the event. They used 
to have a theory that no three-year- 
old could win any of the big spring 
handicaps on the eastern tracks, but 
Conroy upset that in 1901 by carrying 
off the Brooklyn for James R. Keene:

It is idle to call attention to the 
hollow mockery, the unreal substance, 
the numbed selfishness of such lives as 
Fapho's. The portraya' of the misery, 
the tragedy of it draws tears-—as does 
a dull razor. “Zaza” treated the sub- 
ject in a masterful, artistic manner; 
“Sapo” tries to achieve the same end, 
but falis flat in boitching a book that 
wes never intended for stage use. It 
means nothing more than the average 
penny dreadful. The diction is no more 
elegant, and the cant and rant are just 
as objectionable. 

Miss Roberts, whose ideas were fol- 
lowed in writing’ the play, can hardly 
have too high praise for softening and 
refining the character. There is not 
much Gallic blood in her Sapho, while 
in appearance she satisfies the ecstatic 
reputation the French woman enjoys. 
She is more artistic, more sweet, whole- 
some and womanly: less intense and 
seductive, and less capable of emotion 
than Olga Nethersole. Such equipment 
ae she has does not fit the hectic 
Sapho. The first act is beautiful, and 
her rendition of the lines, “In the 
light of the moon” is poetically en- 
trancing. After the fall of the first 
curtain, all is weary, stale and un- 
profitable. 

The three good comic situations; 
Uncle Cesaire's curiosity about Sapho, 
his flirtation with Mme. Hetema, and 
the willful screech of the boy, Jeseph, 
as well as Saphos departure, leaving 
her lover asleep, are taken from the 
Fitch version. Most of the rest of his 
sprightliness has been cut out for the 
substitution of colorless interviews be- 
tween Sapho and her lover, protracted 
hysteria and unrelieved gloom: it is 
pounding the hammer of brutality on 
sensitive nerves. 

Miss Roberts's personality !s popular. 
She is liked by the great amusement- 
loving body. There is no occasion to 
deplore the favor bestowed upon her, 
and no one need wonder what would be 
the fate of a really good piay in her 
hands. It must be kept in mind that 
those who buy tickets to the Burbank 
induige a wish to applaud her, not the 
play. The notoriety of “Sapho” is dy- 
ing out. Meanwhile, what a waste!

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Despite protests from the south- 
western section of the city, a majority 
of the Councll yesterday voted to lo- 
cate the offices of the water depart- 
ment in the old First National Bank 
building on North Main street. This 
action was taken on a report of the 
Water Supply Committee signed by 
Pierce, McLain and Walker. | 

Next Monday the lease will be pre- 
‘sented and final action taken. From 
indications the necessary six votes to 
approve the lease will be forthcoming, 
as Blanchard, Lauder and Todd ap- 
proved the report made by the com- 
mittee. The lease is for a term of two 
years at a monthly rental of $150, with 
the privilege of renewal for a term of 
three years at $200 a month. It will 
cost the city about $5000, it is stated, 
to furnish the building for the use of 
the department. 

Vigorous protests against the report 
of the committee was made by Presi- 
dent Powers and Councilman Bowen. 
No opportunity was given by the com- 
mittee for'a hearing, and the report 
was sprung asa complete surprise to 
the minority. Although President Pow- 
ers pleaded with the majority to delay 
action for one week and permit him 
to present facts and figures relative to 
the water department, the majority 
persisted in rushing the report through. 
It is as follows: 

“Your Water Supply Committee, to 
which was referred the report of the 
Boarfl of Water Commissioners, asking 
that quarters be provided for the do- 
mestic waterworks office, have carefully 
considered a number ‘of propositions 
made in connection with this matter, 
and have arrived at the conclusion that 
the accompanying offer of a commit- 
tee of citizens and taxpayers to secure 
for a monthly rental of $150 the old 
First National Bank building at Nos. 
224-228 North Main street, is the best 
proposition that has been made, and 
we recommend that the city enter into 
a lease for the said premises at the 
price named for a term of two years, 
and that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to prepare and present the 
necessary lease.” 

Pierce explained the inte by saying 
that the department needed more room, 
and while the location was not con- 
venient for some, the quarters were 
good, and it was hard to find a more 
central location equipped with the 
necessary vaults. 

President Powers left the chair to 
reply to the remarks made by Pierce. 
He was very outspoken in his oppost- 
tion to the proposed location of the 
water department offices. 

“Before this report was presented,” 
said President Powers, “I had hoped 
‘ito induce the Finance Committee to 
consider a plan of consolidation by 
which from $1000 to $2000 a month can 
be saved the city. To locate the water 
department as proposed will be a seri- 
ous detriment to the section of the 
city which I represent. Very few peo- 
ple from my ward can reach the build- 
ing without paying two fares. If you 
will agree to delay action one week so 
that I may present facts and figures 
to support my stand, I shall not com- 
plain at whatever action you may 
take, but it seems an Injustice to rush 
this report through at this time. It is 
prepented here as a complete surprise 
to me. It seems to me that the least 
you can grant is a week's time.” 

Pierce replied by saying that three- 
fourths of the people of the city would 
be accommodated at the new location; 
that the rent was low and the vaults 
excellent. He declared that the people 
in his ward were as anxious to have 
the water department located on North 
| Main «treet as the people in the Fourth 
Ward were to have it established 
further south. 

Powers asked thot he be permitted 

submit a site for the consideration 
the committe+ before action was 
He said that several warm per- 
sonal friends had asked him to cease 
his opposition to the bank building, 
but he could not do so in justice to his 
constituents. 

“It had been my hope,” declared 
Rowen, entering the forensic arena, 
“that this matter might pass without 
my saying anything, but this is so 
clearly an attempt on the part of cer- 
tain individuals to put the water 
offices where it will benefit them, that 
I do not feel that I can afford to re- 
main silent.

COUNCIL MAJORITY SUPPORTS THE 


Vigorous Protests Entered by Bowen

It is not being selected because the 
people want it or because it Is the best 
jocation, but because a few individuals 
want it there. If we were acting for a 
private corporation I believe we would 
retain the collectors and the present 
water office and use the revenues for 
the extension of the plant. I have no 
particular location, and 1 don’t want 
to have any, but it is certain in my 
mind that North Main street is not 
the proper place for the water offices. 

“In the first place, about $6000 muat 
be expended to furnish the building, 
and at the end of two years the city 
must continue to rent the bullding or 
buy it, otherwise the money so spent 
will be a dead loss. There ie no de- 
mand or warrant for such action, and I 
must certainly oppose it.” 

Walker declared that the city was 
paying $500 a month for water col- 
lectors, and that in comparison the 
rent would not be large. He said he 
did not favor rushing the report 
through, and that he was willing to de- 
fer action and listen to any other prop- 
osition that the citizens of the south- 
west had to make. He declared that 
he does not believe the city can do any 
better than to rent the bank building.

Superintendent Mulholland reported 
on the requests received from Park 
Superintendent Mendenhall at the pre- 
vious meeting and the first petition 
that a stand pipe be placed on the 
new line on the Boulevard in Elysian 
Park was granted and this wil] be 
used as an air vent in the water sys- 
tem. The request for a tap at West- 
lake Park was denied, as most of the 
water used there will be in the dry 
season, when the supply is scarce. Per- 
mission was grant the Pulmonary 
Hospital to receive water by other 
means than through the pipe owned 
by the park department, and a new 
pipe will be laid for its accommoda- 
tion; but the request that a four-inch 
pipe be laid by the water department 
was denied, as it is thought that the 
expense should be borne by the park 
department.

Cold Sweat Exudes on His Brow, a3 
Judge Smith Gives Him Eternity— 
“Supper Thief’ Gets Twenty-four 
Years for His Crimes. 


Death as a penalty for murder was 
the sentence imposed by Judge Smith 
yesterday upon Wong Bin, who shot 
and killed a fellow-Chinaman, Chow 
Youck Toy, in Ah Duck's gambling 
joint on October 7. After a long trial 
that concluded week before last, Wong 
was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree without any recommenda- 
tion of leniency by the jury. 

Under these circumstances hanging 
is the only penalty that the court can 
impose. 

Before the doomed Chinaman was 
sentenced yesterday, his attorney, By- 
ron Waters, Eseq.. argued at length a 
motien for a new trial, but the motion 
was denied, In denying a new trial 
Judge Smith took occasion to remark 
that the defendant had certainly fiad 
a fair trial along the broadest lines 
possible. 

Wong sat through it all with the 
fear of death blanched on his face. 
“Tell him.to stand up,” said the 
court to an interpreter. 

The unfortunate little heathen stag- 
gered to his feet as if suddenly sum- 


'moned to the galiows. 


The court then informed him of the 
proceedings that had been taken 
against him and then asked him if he 
had any reason why sentence of death 
should not be passed on him at that 
time. 

Wong tried to reply in Chinese, but 
just gurgied. It sounded strangely 
like a death rattle,
